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Last October our Embassy in Tokyo/ bad informed 
us that General Fujiwara wanted to present to the Indian 
Embassy a Japanese sword which was given to Netaji in 1043. 
We advised our Embassy to accept the sword and then send it 
to the Netaji Museum in Calcutta. The sword was presented 
to our Embassy in Tokyo on February 17 and General Fujiwara 
who is visiting India is carrying the sword with him and 
wishes to hand it over to the Netaji Museum at Calcutta. 

Sbri Sisir Bose of the Netaji Research Bureau has now 
written to the Prime Minister saying that the presentation 
ceremony at Calcutta will take place on March 19 and that 
the Governor of West Bengal has been invited to preside over 
the ceremony. Shri Bose has suggested that the sword should 
be received with appropriate military honours and has 
requested that instructions be issued to military authori- 
ties in Calcutta to arrange for a Guard of Honour for 
receiving this relic. 

2. While Netaji' s sword is a relic of historic 
importance and should be accepted and kept in the Netaji 
Museum, the appropriateness of arranging a Guard of Honour 
by our army on this occasion has to be considered 
separately. The Ministry of Defence may have their own 
views in this matter. It is quite possible that the Defence 
Ministry might not like to officially honour the military 
relic of a leader, who, technically speaking, organised a 
military force from the Indian prisoners of war to fight 
the Indian army. They might also feel that from the point 
of view of army discipline, a "rebel" should not be honoured 
in this manner. My own view is that ivith the passage of 
time this approach has become somewhat outmoded. 

3. F.S. might, like to consult the Foreign Minister 
as well as the Defence Minister in this matter. The 
original of Shri Bose's letter has gone to P.M. and there- 
fore P.M'a Secretariat might also like to see for taking 

a coordinated decision.

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Since the Shah Nawaz Committee Report was published 
in 1956 , demands* have been made both in Parliament and 
elsewhere on several occasions that another Enquiry Committee 
be appointed. 1 ^ The suggestion for this was due to the fact 
that one of the members, Shri Sur'esh Chandra Bose, the 
brother of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose, did not agree with 
the findings and submitted a dissentient report. The 
Government of India, however, have consistently taken the 
position that neither the dissentient report nor the evidence 
which Shri Bose had referred justified the view that the 
findings of the Commission required revision, and have, 
therefore, refused to order another enquiry. The last time 
such a request was made was in 1966 when press reports from 
Formosa suggesting that the Nationalist Chinese Government 
have set up a Committee provoked a Parliamentary Question 
on /ugust 2, 1966, from Shri Chitta Uasu. At that time, the 
Foreign Minister repeated that "It has been stated several 
times in Parliament that the Government of India have 
accepted the findings of the Netaji Enquiry Committee headed 

by Shri Shah Nawaz Khan". The present Short Notice Question

has been provoked by the statement of Lt. General (Retired) 
Iwaichi Fuji war a, a Japanese army officer, who is now in 
India to present the sword which he claimed to have discovered 
in a curio shop in Tokyo. Lt. General Fujiwara in a press 
conference on Sunday was reported to have said that the 
Governments of India and Japan should hold a joint enquiry 
to resolve the mystery of the death of Netaji Subhash Chandra 
Bose. Unfortunately, however, no press report makes it clear 
what reasons the General has for doubting the accepted 
evidence of the Shah Nawaz Commission that Netaji Subhash 
Chandra Bose met his death in an air crash at Taihoku on 
18th August, 1945. 'Without knowing more about General Fuji- 
wara 1 s reasons, it would not be proper on our part to agree 
to change the attitude which we have been taking for such a 
long time. Unless General Fujiwara brings forward concrete 
evidence to Justify his demand, it does not seem necessary 
for us to change the present position. Even if General Fuji- 
wara is able to convince the Government of India that there 
are grounds for re-opening the question and that there are 
mysterious aspects of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose's death. 
Government will still have to conduct diplomatic conversations 


#*••••* 
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with the Government of Japan before any decision is reached. 
In this connection it may be mentioned that General Fuji- 
ivara's coming to India and his presentation of the sword to 
the Netaji Museum in Calcutta have all been done on his 
private initiative and that the Government of Japan have not 
taken any official Interest in the matter. It is also 
pertinent to point out that General Fujiwara does not seem 
to have come forward as a witness before the Shah Nawaz 
Enquiry Committee and has also been silent on the subject 
so long. e do not know, therefore, whether at this moment 
he is merely playing to the gallery or whether he is making 
a serious suggestion. The question of forming an Indo- 
Japanese Enquiry Committee would, therefore, depend on. two 
pre-conditions : (a) bringing forward new evidence either 
by Lt. General Fujiwara or the Netaji Research bureau which 
would justify the appointment of a new enquiry team; and 
(b ) negotiations with the Japanese Government for a joint 
enquiry. 

For the immediate present we could continue to 
maintain that the Japanese General's statement does not 
contain anything new and that a new enquiry is not called 
for, fHowever, in view of the fact that the Forward Bloc 
is now represented in the West Bengal Government and this 
is a subject on which several opposition Members in the 
Lok Sabha might have strong views, we might have to face 
a campaign to revise the decision.} 


In October, 1986 our Embassy In Tokyo informer" us 
that Lie ut.-General( retired) Iwaichi Fujiwara of Japan and 
some of his friends who came in contact with Netaji Bubhas 
Chandra B 0 se during World War II, had discovered in a curio 
shop the sword presented to Netaji at Singapore in 1943 ,. by 
a Japanese well wisher. We were also informed that 
General Fujiwara and his associates v anted to present the 
swore to the Indian Embassy in Tokyo. V© advised our Embassy 
to accept the sword and then send it to the Hetaji Museum 
in Calcutta. The sword was formally presented to our 
ambassador in Tokyo at an impressive function at the 
Chancery on February 17 , 1967 , 

2. 6oon after this , General Fujiwara had some plans of 
visiting India and it was decided that he would carry the 
sword to India and hand over to the Netaji Museum at 
Calcutta. The Metaji Research Bureau in Calcutta extended

an invitation to General Fujiwara and the Government of 
India' accorded all facilities and courtesies. The 
Government of Vest Bengal was instructed to send a represen- 
tative to the airport to receive General Fujiwara. The 
sword was presented to the Netaji Museum by General Fujiwara 
on March 19 , 1967 at a function presided over by the 
Governor of Vest Bengal, Miss Fadmaja Naldu, army brass

Lt\ General IWaichi Fujiwara, one-time head of the 
Japanese liaison department with the Indian National 
Army, on Saturday suggested the appointment of a high- 
powered commission with Indian and Japanese members ■ 
to solve the mystery shrouding Netaji's death in a plane- 
crash on August 18, 1945. 


General Fujiwara, who arrived in 
Calcutta on Friday to hand over 
Netaji's sword to Netaji Research 
Bureau, told newsmen that Japa- 
nese people would most cordially 
welcome such ventures as might 
unearth the truth about Netaji. 

'The greatness of Netaji, he said, 
was beyond quest] on and no co a- 
troversy over his death should be 
allowed to continue. Netap loved 
his country more than anything 
else and his countrymen could ful- 
fil his hopes by combining In them 
his spiritual and moral qualities. 

Though he was not. present on 
the scene of the reported accident* 
he was sure N'taii was on his way 
to the USSR where he wanted to 
consolidate his forces after the un- 
conditional surrender of japan, on 
August 15, 1945. The Japanese 

Government could not supply any 
detailed information about the 
accident at the time because thpr 
entire country was then In a state 
of turmoil and nervous tension and 
most of the senior army officers 
were in prison _ 

The sword, which will be handed 
over to Netaji Research Bureau by 
General Fujiwara at a ceremonial 
function at Netaji Bftavan today 
(Sunday), was presented to Netaji 
when he visited Japan in October. 
1943# after proclaiming the estab- 
lishment oi the Provisional Govern- 


ment of Asad Hind The presen* 
tailed was made through the good 
office) of the late Mr, Mltsuru 
Toyana, the grand Old man ot 
Japans political life.

Lt, “Genera I Fujiwara said, 
that an all-India-based com- 
mission or committee should be 
formed to probe the matter. 
The personnel of the committee 
or Commission should be ap- 
proved by the people. He was 
sure that Japanese people 
would fully eo-operale in such 
an inquiry. 

The Japanese General head- 
quarters, Lt. General Fujiwara 
said, only briefly announced the 
death of Netaji along %vith 
several Japanese generals. He 
agreed that more details of the 
accident should have been 
given. But, he explained, fol- 
lowing the unconditional Japa- 
nese surrender , there was a 
"'terrible confusion" in Japan 
as it was the first time Japan 
was defeated in a war. All res- 
ponsible officers of Japan were 
under arrest and for nearly 
.seven years thereafter General 
McArthur was in full control 
of Japan. It was. therefore, 
not possible for Japan lo fur- 
nish details of the accident. 
He agreed that Japan had res- 
ponsibility to furnish details of 
the ai r crash and fhe reported 
death of Netaji. 

The Lt. General said that 
after the unconditional surren- 
der of Japan on August 15 
Netaji asked the Japanese Gov- 
ernment to take him to Soviet 
Russia. Accordingly, as he was 
being flown to Manchuria from 
Bangkok his pVane crashed 
at Taipeh ( Formosa). 

The Lt. General, who was 
the first head of the liaison de- 
partment of the Japanese Army 
with the Indian National Army, 
said that Netaji formed the 
LN.A, with cream of the 
Indians in South East Asia, But 
he was head and shoulder 
above other Indians in all res- * 
poets, Netajfs eyes were full 
of ■ 'mysterious affection" and 
wisdom and a strong determi- 
nation was reflected in tliem. 
After the Japanese capitulation 
Netaji embraced him and 
thanked him heartily for help- , 
ing him in organising the LN.A. 

Asked ahoul his impression 
Of Netaji, Lt. General Fujiwara 
said that after the surrender of 
Japan a British Captain asked 
him in a Camp at Singapore 
about Netaji and he told him 
Netaji was a man of high ca- 
libre, a born leader and man 
like him was born only once 
in a century. The Lt. General 
still held the same opinion 
about Netaji. 

S+atue garlands 

Earlier in the morning 
Ll. General Fijiwara, who 
retired from the Japanese 
Army in t9gS; and is now hold- 
ing post of the Executive direc- 
tor of Japan National Foreign 
Affairs Foundation, at a “cere- 
mony garlanded the massive 
statue of Netji in Mayo Road.

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The issues of all Bengali dailies dated 20,3.67 published detailed 
report of i>he Netaji' s sword-presentation ceremony at Netaji Research 
Bureau in Calcutta. According to these reports 

On Sunday March 19 evening amidst shouts "Long live Netaji," 
"Netaji, please come back", "Long live I.N.A. " and with bands and 
pipes playing on, Lt. General Fujiwara presented the sword of 
Netaji to the Netaji Museum. Dr. Sisir Kumar Basu received the 
same on behalf of Netaji Research Bureau. 

The ceremony was presided over by 3nt. Padmaja Naidu, Governor 
of West Bengal, who called Netaji as the greatest revolutionary, 

Smt. Naidu exhorted ail to follow the message inscribed on the sword 
in Japanese - "Annihilate the wrong and establish justice," She 
explained that the sword was the emblem of strength to destroy the 
wrong and to protect justice. 

"Though twenty years have elapsed", said Lt. General Fujiwara 
"still the affection and reverence of the Japanese for Netaji have 
not been diluted. It is a matter of satisfaction that, with the 
passage of time, the friendship between India and Japan is gradually 
being strengthened* 

According to" Fujiwara, a Japanese admirer of Netaji had presented 
him the sword which became Netaji 's companion since the time he went 
to the southern front of the Asian theatre of the second world war. 
For a long time a search for the sword was on. It was only in last 
autumn, it was discovered. 

Among the dignitaries present at the ceremony were the Chief 
Minister Shri Ajoy Kumar Mukherjee, the Public Works Minister Shri 
Hemanta Kumar Basu, Union Minister of State Smt. Phulrenu Guha, the 
famous historian Shri Raraesh Chandra Mujumder and Shri Aniya Nath 
Basu, M.P. 


The Dainik Basumati (20/3/67) published a letter from Sari Satish 
Chandra Maicap, Calcutta-26* The English translation of the letter 
is given here. 

The report that the Japanese Government would very soon present 
Netaji's sword to India, has generated a new spirit and fresh 
enthusiasm not only in Bengal but also in the whole of India. It is 
needless to mention that we are grateful to Japan. This sword being 
the symbol of the highest honour is a rale and priceless national

treasure* It is the greatest emblem of the ordeal and endeavour made 
for the liberation of India — the living proof ^ great heroism and 
unprecedented patriotism. The sword should be so exhioited as to be 
easily visible not only to the people of India or Asia, but to the 
people of all independent and independence -- loving countries of 
the world. From this point of view, it would be proper, I think, 
to keep the sword along with one full-figured, statue of Netaji, in 
the dress^f the General of I.N.A. , in a very prominent area in the 
hall in Red Fort which contains the pictures of the Generals of 
British India and which is the museum of weapons used in those days. 

It can be hoped that Wetaji's sword, when received in I n dia would 
be exhibited in the Neta^i Bhavan in Calcutta and in different towns 
and cities of India, and later on sent by the President to the above 
mentioned place in Red Fort with due military pomp and grandeuft. 

It is a very important task to utilise this opportunity of honouring 
Netaji who is t he greatest soldier LJid servant of India; more so, 
after the fight with 'China and Pakistan. The Government of India 1m 
guilty of its failure to properly honour to Netaji, can now utilise 
this opportunity. 

It is also necessary to accurately determine*# how Ketaji's sword 

was handed over to the Jap Government and how the so-called ashes of 

Netaji reached Renftoji temple. All the information that could be 

the supr -me 

collected 'should be placed before /tribunal of the country. 

Fully conscious of the role of "Netaji Research Bureau," I would 
like to invite the attention of the heads of the Governments of West 
Bengal and India for necessary action in this regard.
